Where the physical tag is generated by third party and the physical 
tag is mailed to the seller, as recited in independent claims 1, 10, 14, 23, 27, and 36.

US 6,202,051 (Woolston) discloses a computerized market for goods with a 
dominant electronic "market maker" node to allow collectors to speculate on the 
collectable goods market, and an electronic agent interface for participants to search a 
plurality of consignment nodes to search for a used good or collectable item.

Alan L Eliason "Online Business Computer Applications", 2 nd Edition, 1987 
discloses online business transactions and transaction documents particularly packing 
slips for shipment which is packed with shipment to show what item(s) is (are) in the 
package in detail ad a separate copy is mailed separately in shipping paper as a proof 
of shipment.
